We note with regret the passing 
of Mr. Henry William  Selby- 
Lowndes of Kitham, Kent, Eng- 
land on February 18th 1980. Ie 
had been Master of the East Kent 
Hunt for over thirty years. Dur- 
ing the War many of the Can- 
adian Officers were privileged to 
bunt with him. 


(Mrs. Annie Van Strawbenzce, 
90, granddaughter of the late Ri- 
chard Cartwright, member of the 
first council of Upper ‘Canada in 
{792, died at her home. Beverley 
street, Saturday afternoon. 

Mrs. Van Straubenzee was born 


in Kingston at the time it was 


chosen capital of the United Prov- 
inees, and lived there almost all 
her life. She is the cousin of Sir 
Richard ‘Cartwright, who took 
part in Canadian Confederation. 
Her husband commanded the 
100th Regiment of the British 
Army, being a native of York- 
shire, England. He was also ad- 
jutant-general of Canada from 
1878 to 1895 and served in the 
Northwest rebellion in 1885. His 
other military service was in Chi- 
na and India. Two surviving sons 
of Mrs. VanStraubenzee are Gen. 
Sir Casimir Van Straubenzee, 
formerly Governor of Singapore, 
and Col. Arthur Hope Van Strau- 
dDenzee, Royal Artillery, both gra- 
duates of the Royal Military Col- 
lege of Canada. Three unmarried 
Ganghters at home also survive. 
Mrs. Van Srtaubenzee was a life- 
jong. member of St. George’s Ca- 
thedral, ‘Kingston, the first church 
of England congregation establish- 
ed in Upper Canada. 

‘Mrs. Van Straubenzee was the 
mother of our former €.0. ‘The 
date Lt.-Col. ©. T. Van Strauben- 
“see killed in action at Le Cateau 
‘in 1918. The regiment extends its 
heart felt sympathy to the family.

Chapter X 


While the matter contained in 
this chapter covers a period dur- 
ing which I was not serving with

OLD AND POPULAR SONG 





Sung Everywhere Englishmea Are 
Gathered—How Song Came To 
Be Written. 


ondon.—One hundred years 
ago a comparatively obscure man 
wrote a song iabout. someone of 
merely local fame, and today that 
song is to be heard in the back- 
woods of America, in the gold mi- 
nes of South Africa, in the fore- 
castle of ships, and everywhere 
where Englishmen are gathered.’ 

The song is ‘‘D’ye ken John 
Peel,’ andl the author John Wood- 
cock Graves.

Dear Jimmy Dee, 


Your article, ‘Illustrated Rem- 
niseences,’? was doubly interesting 
to me, as Tam well acquainted with 
those first numbers of the ‘‘Navy 
awl Army’? Ulustrated, and can 
recognise and name several of the 
Officers, and N.C.O’s. of ‘B" 
Squadron, that appear in the pho- 
tographs, commencing in 1889 
when “'B’’ Sqn., were Mounted Ri- 
fles. Imay mention, I was in Win- 
uipeg in the Spring of 1887 and 
immediately spotted the Mounted 
Rifles in the City, because they 
wore Red and Blue toques later 
they wore Black Seal Caps with 
Red Cloth bags. Their uniform vas 
same as the RC.R's. with Beaver 
badges und Glengarry Caps for 
walking out in Summer, with piece 
ef rel eloth under tle handsome 
cay badge. For Mounted duties, 
Blue Cloth breeches, with broad 
red cloth stripe, 
walking out in Sumuner, for riding 
im Winter heavy duffle stockings, 
with Mcecasins if below zero. If 
you saw a little red flag stuck in 
the snow outside the Main Gate 
Guard Room, it denoted that the 
order of dress was Moevasins.

Dear old Rory, a good sport. The

late R.E’s. and 8th King’s Irish 
Tlussars. Col. Evans, used to swear 
by Joe Maine’s alibi, when on 
“ Active Service’’ especially. 

The trumpet Major was ‘‘Billy 
Judges’’ born tin the army, at 
Woolwich. His father in the R.A. 
he could make a Bugle or Trump- 
et speak with his thin lips, and im- 
mene cheeks. ‘Billy’? was so fat, 
that no pair of Cavalry leng 
boots, would pull on over his cal- 
ves. 

The saddler had to open the 
seam at the back and insert what 
they call a quessett. Billy once ar- 
ganized a Mounted Band for the 
Exhibition. Some said, that West- 
ern Range Horses, would not stand 
for the Kettle-drums, ete. on their 
sides; or tolerate their ears be- 
ing blared into by Bassoons, Trom- 
bones, and Cornets. He also got 
up theatrical sketches in the re- 
creation room. A certain dear 
young fellow, (now aC. of E. Ca- 
non, at Sherbrooke, Que.,) was his 
leading lady, I may state. 

Judges, made a great darkie, and 
banjo man. The Farrier Serst’s. 
name, was Timmero, a nice grey~ 
haired man; always very pleasant 
to those really fond of, and inter- 
ested in Horses.

Gang Warfare in 
Chicago. 


On the morning of St. Valen- 
tins Day, February 14th, 1929, 
the most terrific and horryfying 
crime in the history of the prohibi- 
tion crime wave took place in the 
North Side criminal headquarters 
of the ‘‘Bugs’’ moran bootlegging, 
hi-jacking and racketeering gang 
in ‘Chicago. 





dust before eleven o’clock in the 
morning, four men, two wearing 
police uniform, were seen to enter 
the garage at 2122 Clark St., used 
as the central loading plant of 
the gang. These men left what was 
apparently a ‘police squad car out- 
side the garage-a big open touring 
with blackened bell on the running 
board. 

One or twa curious people, sec- 
ing the police enter a small door 
‘of the garage stopped for a mo- 
ment arm] subsequently remember- 
ed hearing what they believed to 
be back firing from the garage. 
Still others saw four men come ont 
of the garage e'ght minutes after 
their entrance and drive away. 
None of the early curious waited 
the police had to establish the time 
by the testimony of two different 
groups. It was more than an hour 
before a truckman, entering the 
garage, found seven men lying in 
a forty-foot pool of blood; they 
were riddled from head to foot 
with machine gun bullets. Five of 
them had tbeen the principal anus- 
cla men of Bugs Moran. 

When the polike reachel the 
scene one of the figures was found 
to ‘be still breething. He was still 
alive when they reached the hos- 
pital, though pireed iby fourtcen

machine gun slugs. And old) ser- 
geant of police whom he knew well. 
leaned over him:

True to gangland code Gustenbery 
wagged his head weakly. ‘‘No- 
body,” the whispered. 


' The reconstruction of the erime 
and the position of the bodies 
make it clear that the seven men 
were taken completely unawares. 
They were first reassured by some 
cireumstanee arranged by the kil- 
lers; then covered with revolvers 
before they could make a move; 
then Jined up against the wall 
with their hands over their heads 
and mowed down by more than a 
thousand machine gun ‘dullets. 

To date the murderers are free 
and the erime is as much of a mys- 
tery now as it was the day it oe- 
curred. Many theories have been 
advanced ‘but no definite evidence 
has (been obtained to connect Ca- 
pone or the Purple Gang of De- 
troit, ‘both of whom were linked 
with the massacre. The one thing 
certain however, was the fact that 
police uniforms were used by the 
killers to ease the minds of their 
victims, showing plainly the con- 
nection between the police and 
ganesters. The terrific outery rais- 
ed by this horrible crime soon died 
away and in spite of all promises 
of drastic reforms, Chicago is just 
as gang-ridden to-day as a year 
ago. Where it will all end, no per- 
son dares to say, but the recent 
activities of the Chamber of Com- 
merece and the establishment of an 
‘independant committee i¢f tloyal 
eitizengs to formulate plans to rid 
the City on this menace promiscs 
to bring results.

Olympic Games. 





It is of interest to note the pr- 
parations being made by the Unii_ 
cl States Cavalry to compete at 
the Olympic ames in Los Angeles 
in 1932—might it not be a good 
idea if we took a page from their 
hook and got going too.

Preperations 


Under the supervision and di-

taining to its partivipation in the 
1932 Olympic games at Los An- 
gees, Califonia. The preliminary 
organization aud training for the 
equestrian events in whieh an 
Army team will participate is now 
taking place in eath of the nine 
‘Corpa Area into which the coun- 
try is divided. In addition, the 
Cavalry School at Fort Riley, Kan- 
eas, the Ficld Artillery School at 
Fort Sill, Oklahoma, the United 
States Military Academy at West 
Point, New York, and Governors 
Island New York, on account of 
their excellent facilities for the 
purpose, have ‘been specially desig- 
nated ‘by General Cresby for this 
preliminary organization and 
training. 

To further auil 
the Army’s participation in the 
games, an office in Ios Angeles, 
‘California, has been opened with 
CoL Vaughn W. Cooper, Cavalry 
_na ‘the representative of the Army. 
Colonel Cooper is the Pavifie Coast 
representative for General. Crosby 
and is in daily conference with 
the organizing committee of the 
Olympic games.

Is a team jumping competition 
over a difficult and varied course 
of obstacles,
